CHIEF CUDDY. 


Report of the Investigating 
Committee. 


A Document That Speaks in No Un- 
certain Tones. 


The Chief Charged with Standing In 
with the City’s Scum. 


His Conduct in Regard to Gamblers, ‘*Macs’’ and 
Toughs Generally Condemaed im the 
Strongest Terms and His Removal 

fiom Office Urged. 


The committee consisting of Councilmen 
Book, Sinsabauch and Teed, appointed to 
investigate charges preferred against Chief 
of Police Cuddy, presented their report to 
the Council atits session yesterday morn- 
ing. It was read by Chairman Book and 
then placed on the Clerk’sdesk. The back- 
ers of the notoriously-corrupt officer were 
nearly paralyzed by it, as it came like a 
clapp of thunder out of a clear sky; but 
they managed to stave off action, on the 
pretext of demanding an official investiga- 
tion with testimony submitted under oath, 
and the matter was deferred for further 
consideration, until next Monday at 11 a.m., 
for which it was made the special order of 
business. Had a vote been taken in.- 
mediately on the report, there 1s little doubt 
that the office of Chief of Police would have 
been declared vacant. What Mr. Cuddy 
may accomplish by his week of grace re- 
mains to be seen. ‘The report is as follows: 

the Honorable Council of the City 
of Los Angeles. — GENTLEMEN: Your 
special comulttes appointed to 
into certain complaints effecting the in- 
tegrity and efficiency of the Chief of Police 
woul beg leave to report as follows: 

irst—Our investigations have been both 
deliberate and impartial, having no other 
pu than to find out the facts as to the 
working of our police government. 

“Second—The charge made by Wong 
Cue that certain tan cames refusing to ) on ey 
for the privilege of running, were rai 
while others alleged to be paying were un- 
molested, we find to be practically corrobo- 
rated by admissions made to your committee 
by officers now on the police force. 

“The surroundings at the times of these 
arrests were such as to excite tbe strongest 
suspicions that for some cause unfair dis- 
criminations had been made. On the same 
floor, within as easy reach, were three 
games; one was taken, two were left; these 
two, it was claimed, hail paid a price for 
the privilege of running; the other had de- 
clined so to do. 

“Perhaps not a member of the Council but 
has hea 7. times of the corrupt use of 
money in Chinatown, and that large 
amounts had been paid to prevent official 
hands from being laid upon their unlawful 
business. Every such charge reflected 
strongly upon the honesty of the Chief of 
Police and men associated with him. Nat- 
urally we would. expect: that such: im- 
putations would be resented and every 
possible effort made to ferret out 
such une, if it existed. Who doubts 
that the Chief of Police, with more 
than seventy men, could have found out the 
fuilty parties if he had desired todo so? 

hief admitted to your committee that 
he believed that money was being corruptly 
used in Chinatown, that perhaps even | 
amounts had been paid, but did not claim 
that he had taken any pains to inform him- 
self of the situation, and when asked if he 
had been baffled in his efforts to find out 
whe these men pa § who received this 
money, said he had not. 

“Third—As to the running of faro and 
other pa forbidden by = apd which 
reliable officers informed us were running 
during the week of the fair and at other 
times, and which are currently reported to 
be running now, the Chief informed us that 
it was net his plan to close them up, 
but to raid them about so often, so as 
not to Saale it hard on them. When ques- 
tioned as to his action in accepting bail in 
a certain saloon where gambling was going 
on, he said that thers were prominent citi- 
zens implicated who did not expect the 
raid to be made at that time; that it had 
been made without a A orders from him, 
and that he would not allow any raids to be 
made without positive orders from himself. 
He said that he had strongly censured offi- 
cers for arresting gamblers when off their 
beats, and for wy ny | them at all without 
definite orders from him, though said offi- 
cers were specially charged by the Police 
Commission to raid all games when and 
wherever 

“Fourth—We find that the Chief of Po- 
lice required money from Mr. Thacker, a 
resident of our city, for the return of stolen 
goods, said sum being nearly equal to the 
value of the ney taken, of which there is 
undoubted 

‘*Fifth—We tind thatour city is being 
overrun with the most dangerous charac- 
ters, and that when these are arrested on 
charges that can well be sustained by some 
of the ablest and best officers on the force, 
they are dismissed without trial for reasons 
known only to the Chief himself. Some of 
these are notorious offenders, and have long 
been known A | the police courts. One 
these attempted a murder only a few days 
since, and escaped only because the 
wounded man would not prosecute him. 
Instances have multiplied on our hands in 
which the Chief arbitrarily steps in to ar- 
rest the due course of law. 

“Sixth—Several policemen informed your 
committe that there isa large number, per- 
haps 200, of what are known as “macs,” 

and, rther, that a determined effort en 
the part of the authorities would soon rid 
the city of them. These characters are of 
the lowest kind, living upon the wages of 
the lowest forms of iniquity. They are 
well known to be concerned in thefts, rob- 
beries, burglaries and blackmailing of the 
worst type; creatures who gather in front 
of saloons, on street corners and about our | 
postoffice, and who offer insults to the’ 
wives, daughters and sisters of respectable 
citizens and lie in wait to entrap and lead 
astray women and young girls; all these 
dark crimes, and crimes unmentionabie, 
are traceable to this terrible gang of men. 
What think you, members of the City 
Council, and citizens of Los Angeles, of a 
creature who could boast that he had broken 
in more girls for public use than any other 
of hig hellish traternity; and what think 
you, when such a man is arrested for 

rancy and the Chief of Police steps in 
Sofelds him from the force of the law, an 
- on at liberty, and that within the last 


eek? 

welt the city might be rid of this dangerous 
element by proper police effort, and yet it 
is not by reason of connivance with them or 
indifference toward them—then is our 
police government entitled to the scorn of 
every good man and woman in this city. 

“In conclusion, your committee would 
say that they have, as public officials, made 
the examination only in the interest of 
public order and safety. As private citi- 
zens, we have only such an interest as 
should be felt by every man who hasa 
family to be protected and who would save 
our city from being named as oné of ‘the 
vilest in the land. The taxpayers ghey 
enough to have good government, and they” 
should have it. 

“The foregoing facts will not rf aid 
this Council in keeping a corrupt or ineffi- 
cient man at the head of our police manage- 
ment, and we recommend that the office of 
Chief of Police be deciared vacant,”

FIFTY YEARS 


The Sentence Imposed on Petersen, 
the Hape Fiend. 

The burly brute, Thomas Petersen, as al- 
ready announced, was convicted in Judge 
Cheney’s court Saturday of ravishing little 
Eva May Strattan, aged 3 years, at his lodg- 
ings over the Boston Restaurant, Pasadena, 
on the 5th of August. Petersen is a black- 
smith, and was working at his bueiness in 
Pasadena. He had been in Los Angeles on 
the day in question, and returning in the 
evening, he enticed the two little Strattan 
girls, aged 3 and 5 years respectively, into 
his apartment by giving them 5 cents each, 
and then he inhumanly outraged both chil- 
dren. Two charges were preferred against 
him, and the first trial was for violating the 
S-year-old child.

this Court, our offense is an outrage, and 
in passing the sentence of the law upon 
you this Court has neither sympathy nor 
mercy. Tothe innocent children of this 
county the Court owes its mercy, and not to 
fiends in human. form. When this Court 
sentenced Gormley tothe penitentiary for

Mr. Gorm- 
ley acknowledged that his intentions are 
to open a large wholesale butchering es- 
tablishment, ut he said he would not 
dabble with "the retail trade unless he was 
obliged todo so to place his meats in the 
hands of consumers. When asked whether 
other cattlemen of Southern Arizona were 
— him in the movement, he said they 


ina bout how many cattle will your syndi- 
cate represent?” 

“I Cannot say but probably from 
70,000 to 80,000 head 

“How many beef-steers will a herd of that 
size furnish a year?” 

“From 7000 to 8000,” 

“Do you have fat cattle all the year in 
your country?” 

“No. In ordinary years we have good 
beef for five or six months. Of course, if 
we start in this business we expect to kee 


up our supply the year sound. We sh 
robably from 2000 to 300 head on al- 
falfa for the winter and spring markets.” 


“Where will you do your slaughtering?” 

“At some place west oftown. We have 
not secured our location yet.” 

In answer to a question, Mr. Gormley 
said that W. L. Vail, the largest individual

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THE COUNCIL. 


A SESSION OF MORE THAN USUAL 
INTEREST. 


A Stinging Keport from the Com 
mittee That Investigated’ the 
Chief of Police—The Bridge Mat- 
ter Settled—The Outfall Sewer 
Also Adopted. 


The Council was in regular session yes- 
terday, present President Humphreys and 
Councilmen Lovell, Bosbyshell, Sinsabaugh, 
Collins, Book, Hiller, Cohn, Moriarty, 
Mathews, Barrett, Hanley and Gibbs. 

The minutes of last preceding meeting 
were read and approved. 

The following message was submitted: 

STREET SWEEPING. 

To the Honorable Council of Los Angeles 
—GENTLEMEN: I am in receipt of com- 
plaints of the inconvenience and unpleas- 
antness of the early sweeping of the paved 
streets in the business portions of the city, 
and I would recommend that you instruct 
the contra¢tor not to begin sweeping before 
ll p.m. daily, as is the custom in San Fran- 
cisco and other cities. 

W. H. WorKMAN, Mayor. 

Referred to the Superintendent of Streets 

Mr. Barrett stated that the difficulty ha 
been obviated by sprinkling the streets 
about half an hour before they are swept. 

The following message was submitted: 
THE MAYOR AND 8TREET IMPROVEMENTS. 

To the Honorable Council of Los An- 
geles—GENTLEMEN: 1 again desire to call 
your attention to the imperative necessity 
of yourinstructing the City Engineer to 
furnish me with plans and estimates, the 
latter figured to feet and inches, of all pro- 
jected street-grading, with every resolution 
of intention to grade any street, sent to me 
for approval. 

There is no way, at present, of ———s 
the probable cost of an improvement, an 
as for this reason, thisinformation is essen- 
tial to me and the public generally, I would 
request thatsx*ou instruct the City Engineer 
to comply with my recommendation in this 
matter. 

The city will, ina few months, probabl 
have a heavy demand on its funds for wor 
ordered in outlying sections, where the cost 
of improvement is out of all proportion 
with the assessed value of the property 
benefited, and | would cite as an instance 
the work on Home street, between Lake 
Shore and Belmont avenue, the contract 
for which was let last week, and 1 think 
the estimates of the City Engineer would 
be of value in checking indiscriminate and 
costiy grading of this character, the greater 
part of the cost of which will come out of 
the city treasury.

‘rhe Chief of Police reported collection 
of delinquent licenses amounting to $126.85. 
Referred to Finance Committee, 

The City Attorney submitted an opinion 
on the obstruction of Adams street main- 
tained by V. Dol, recommending that ob- | 
structions be removed by the Superintend- 
ent of Streets. Opinion filed aud action 
deferred for report of the Board of Public 
Works in this matter. 

_ THE NEW CHARTER. 

The Board of Freeholders submitted the 
draft of charter drawn by them, printed 
copies being filed with the Council and the 
original with the Mayor. 

On the suggestion of Mr. Cohn, this mat- 
ter was made the special order of business 
next Monday. Mr. Cohn said that, in con- 
versation with a member of the Legislature, 
a vital defect was pointed out, which might 
result in the rejection of the entire instru- 
ment by the Legislature. The defect is 
found in the clause that the instrument 
must be passed without alteration or amend- 
ment. if the Legislature should find any- 
thing unconstitutional in the instrument it 
wouid be obliged to reject it in toto. 

ORDINANCES AND CONTRACTS. 

An ordinance fixing the width of First 
street, from Alameda to Center, at 56 feet, 
was adopted, under suspension of the rules. 

A draft of lease, with A. Workman of 
Boyle Heights for engine-house, was 
submitted and adopted. 

A contract with rt, & Wholmes, for 
construction of vault in City Hall, was sub- 
mitted and appreved. 

An ordinance granting a franchise to the 
Mateo street and Santa Fé avenue Street- 
car Company was submitted and laid on the 
table for one week in order that it may be 
made to conform to amendments proposed 
by the Board of Public Works. 

Capt. Barrett was appointed oneof the 
Committee on Arbitration to pass upon 
damages caused to property of residents on 
Orange street by blasting of the Los An- 
geles Lnprovement Company. 

Capt. Barrett brought up the subject of 
laying little bridges across gutters in the 
business portion of the city for driveways 
and moved that the Superintendent of 
Streets be instructed to remove all such 
bridges. Carried, 

On motion of Capt Barrett, the City Sur- 
veyor was instructed to repair the east ap- 
proach of the Buena Vista street bridge. 

STREET SWEEPING. 

A contract with E. C. Burlingame to 
sweep paved and graveled streets of the 
city for two years was submitted, and de- 
ferred one week for the Council and the 
public generally to inspect the overation of 
the street-sweeping machine. Wednesday 
evening at9 o’clock was fixed as the time, 
and Main street from the Pico House south 
as the place for such exhibition. 

A good deal of a wrangle occurred over a 
hole in Main street near the lower junction 
with Spring, caused by the removal of hay 
scales, and finally it was ordered that the 
hole be filled up. 

Mr. Collins asked that a fire hydrant be 
ordered placed in front of the Orphans’ 
Home, Yale and College streets. So or- 


ered. 

A contract with Frick Bros. to lay storm 
water drains onoFirst, Commercial and Ar- 
cadia streets, was submitted and approved.

THE MACOS. 


A Flagrant Case in Point — Their 
“Infinence 

The “mac” brigade are growing bolder ev- 
ery day, and several of the more notorious of 
the fraternity, who have been keeping rather 
shady for some time past, are again appear- 
ing on the streets. Just why these crea- 
tures are allowed to remain in the city, 
when their character is well known to 
every policeman on the force, is one of 
those things that is beyond the comprehen- 
sion of the average citizen, and — are 
being taken by a number of reputable gen- 
tlemen to see if there is not some way by 
which they can be reached. wo a day 
passes but what some new act of infamy, 
committed by these so-called men, comes to 
light, for which they are never even ar- 
rested, and they now go about openly 
boasting of their “influence,” saying that 
they are “solid,” and cannot be molested. 
One of the worst cases yet recorded has just 
been unearthed. It is that of a woman 
who is now the “property” of one of 
the most notorious of the entire gang, 
who has repeatedly boasted of his success 
in debauching innocent girls, and, after 
they serve his vile purpose, they are placed 
in the “cribs,” where they are compelled to 
live alife of shame for his profit. This 
woman, who is far above the average of her 
class in intelligence, frankly admits that 
she is a slave, to || intents and purposes, as 
much in bondage as if the system was sanc- 
tioned by the law. She says that she once 
determined to reform, and leave the life she 
was leading, even going so far as to take a 
room in acertain lodging-house, but that 
the ruflian sought her out and threatened 
her life if she did not return to him, and 
when she replied that she would seek po- 
lice protection, he langhed at her, and told 
her that if she kicked any further he would 
have her “thrown in,” meaning that she 


- would be arrested. This is only onecase of 


hundreds, and can be fully substantiated, 
the name of the unfortunate woman only 
being suppressed because, as she Stated, she 
would be beaten like a dog if it were known 
that she had been making any complaint. 

It is also stated that the members of the 
gang have made the statement that they do 
not fear the police, asthey have fixed every- 
thing, even going so iar as to give the 
amount paid, saying that they made up a 
purse of between $900 and $1000 to have the 
embargo removed from Alameda street, so 
that the women could “rustle’’ without be- 
ing molested by the pvlice. This matter 
can be easily investigated, and, should the 
authorities desire to look into the case, the 
testimony can be given. 


THE JAIL CASH. 


Only a “Little Oversight” of the 
Police Matron. 

The story of Mrs. Hempstead, confined in 
the County Jail for a week past, at the in- 
stance of Mrs. Watson, on a charge of “held 
as a witness,” published in Tue Times 
yesterday morhing, caused no little com- 
ment, and resulted in at least ope great 
point being accomplished—the release of 
the woman, and an agitation of the subject 
that will probably prevent a repetition of 
the outrage. Not only this, but it had the 
effect of clearing up several ugly rumors 
that have been afloat for some ys past. 
Yesterday morning Mrs. Watson called at 
the jail, and asked that the Hempstead 
woman be released, which was done,‘and she 
left in company with Mrs. Watson and 
Mandy Jones,a woman wiose term had 
expired. Mrs. Watson only stated to 
Jailer Russell that “there had n a little 
mistake, and that she guessed it was her 
fauit,”’ but what the little mistake was she 
did not state. Both of the women have se- 
cured situations, which will dis of them 
for the time being at least, and it is proba- 
ble that Mrs. Watson will be more careful 
in the future about placing ple in the 
County Jail, and that Sheriff Kays wiil cur- 
tail that lady’s privileges. 

Sheriff Kays stated yesterday that he had 
given Mrs, Watson permission to put the 
women in the jail because there was no 
other place for them, but said that they 
were in no sense prisoners and could go out 
when they liked, and that no one had a 
right to refuse permission to any one to see 
them*if they had any legitimate business 
with them. 

In regard to the charges of ill treatment 
of female prisoners at the City Prison, the 
women stated after they left the jail that 
while they had been confined there that the 
jailer had taken a blanket out of their cells, 
but no charges of any improper conduct on 
his part were made. The only thing that 
was Said was that he had entered the cell of 
one of them and spoke to her, but said 
nothing out of the way. 

The basis of the whole matter was prob- 
ably as follows: Some time agoa young 
woman was arrested and placed in the 
County Jail. She was there some time, and 
after her release, on meeting with one ot 
the deputies on the street, she asked him to 
get some property belonging to her. The 
man talked to the woman a few minutes, 
and some one seeing them together, re- 
ported the matter, which caused the trouble. 


This, it is claimed, is all there was to the 
whole affair.

THE LOWE GAS, 


FAVORABLE KEPORT OF EX- 
PERTS UPON ITS QUALITIES. 


Its Component Parts, its Iilumin- 
ating Power, Ite Cheapness, Pur- 
ity and General Excellence—Prof. 
Lowe's Achievements and Dis- 
tinguishea Recognition.

of the said company for the purpose of in- 
specting the method of manufacturing their 
gas, the capacity of their works and the 
nature of the gas manufactured, including 
its adaptability to lighting, heating, cook- 
ing and power purposes. 

After careful, deliberate and unprejudiced 
investigation, we confidently and cheerfully 
state the following facts: 

The manufacturing works of the com- 
pany are situation at the corner of Seventh 
and Alameda streets, where they enjoy the 
double advantage of ready facilities of 
shipment by the Southern Pacific Company’s 

, whose track lies adjacent to the works, 
and of easy access from the business por- 
tion of the city by several street-car lines, 

The grounds owned by the company are 
ample, pot only for present purposes, but 
for indefinite enlargements of the manu- 
facturing and storing capacity, which may 
be required by the exigencies of the future. 

The works now constructed and in use 
consist of a brick structure of ample dimen- 
sions, containing two sets of manufactur- 
ing apparatus, only one of which is in 
present use, the other being ready for use 
as soon as the growth of business shall de- 
mand it, anda holder of approved form, 
great strength, and of large delivering ca- 
pacity. 

The material employed in the construc- 
tion of the works appears to be of the best 
quality, and both buildings and apparatus 
are substantial, durable aud safe. MTfie 
method of manufacturing is remarkable, no 
less for its simplicity than for its cheap- 
ness, invoiving the work of only two 
men, and requiring such materials as are 
found in unlimited quantities and at ex- 
ceedingly low price at our very doors, 
namely, waterand crude petroleum. The 
former is obtained either from a well on 
the grounds or from the water company, at 
the pleasure of the gas company; and the 
latter by rail, in oil cars from the wells. 
The present cost of oil delivered is 4 cents 
per gallon, but we were told that the com- 
pany was in the midst of negotiations 
which it was anticipated would result in 
laying a line of pipes from the wells to the 
factory, by means of which the oil could be 
delivered at 1 cent per gailon. As the 

troleum is used in its crude state, just as 
tcomes from the earth, no expense of re- 
fining isadded. The material constitutes 
not only an essential element in the gas 
itself, but is employed also as the only fuel 
consumed for manufacturing. 

We made a caretul estimate of the manu- 
facturing capacity of that portion of the ap- 
paratus now in use, and the amount of oil 
used, and found that in making 15,000 
cubic feet (which was done in our presence 
in 50 minutes, including the time necessary 
to get up the first heat) seven and one-half 
gallons of oil was consumed for each 1000 
cubie feet of gas made; this was for fuel 
and gas combined. The cost will be greatiy 
lessened when the oil shall have been piped 
to the works. This minimum cost of man- 
ufacturing materials enables the company 
to meet the expenses of labor, leakage, in- 
terest on investment, wear and tear, and to 
realize a handsome profit from the business, 
and yet sell gas ata figure that will easily 
bring it within the reach of the poorer 


classes. 

A striking feature connected with the 
cheapness of the manufacture is the fact 
that an enlargement of the facilities for 
making the gasis not accompanied by a 
corresponding increase of labor required,

ng admitted by means of pipes, the 
which, to an almost unlim ex- 
tent, can be readily handled by a single 
man. 

Thus it will follow that an extengiéh of 
the company’s business will not be at- 
tended by a corresponding increase of ex- 
penses, even to the extent to which such is 
ordinarily the case. 

In manufacturing the gas the process 1s 
simply to heat water until it becomes 
steam (which is usually produeed by utiliz- 
ing waste heats by devices peculiar to this 
process), pass the steam through a succes- 
sion of heated chambers, bringing.«it. to a 
very high temperature, probably 2500° Fabr- 
enheit. Into the steam in this condition 
the oil is admitted in a simple manner, the 
heat being sufficiently intense to separate 
both oiland steam into their component 
elements and superinduce a thorough inter- 
mixture of these elements. The gas in 
this condition is passed through a series of 
washings and scrubbings, and then into 

urifying vats of oxide of iron. Thence it 
is conveyed into the holder ready for use 
in a state 
it would seem, possible 
for gas tobe made. There being no solid 
ma employed in the manufacture, none 
of these motes of matter are found floatin 
in the gas, the presence of which is mani- 
fested in coal gas by the scintillations visi- 
ble in the flame. In addition to this, the 
crude petroleum found in this section is to 
a remarkable degree rich in those qualities 
which contribute clearness and brilliancy to 
the flame. From the oil used there is a val- 
uable residuum, readily caught and housed 
and which is worth on the ground from $3 
to $5 a barrel. This residuum is rich in ma- 
terial for the manufacture of dyes, varnish 
and asphaltum, and a distillery for its 
peaper preparation is to be erected on the 


grounds. 

This value, of course, contributes materi- 
ally to the cheapening of the cost of manu- 
facturing the gas, but is not taken into con- 
—— in the estimate of cost given 

erein.

The Chief of Police Officially Condemned. 


For several months past attention 
bas frequently been called to the fla- 
grant corruption which has character- 
ized the management of the Los An- 
geles police department. Week after 
week it has been shown that gambling 
games—both white and Chinese—were 
running almost openly and paying péri- 
odically large sums to those whose 
sworn duty it was to suppress. After 
a time these charges became so specific 
and incontrovertible that a show was 
made of closing the games, which, 
however, was only done for effect. 
There were also exposed, from time to 
time, in detail, gross cases of favorit- 
ism displayed by the Chief of Police 
towards criminals who possessed money 
or influence, and startling inability, or 
unwillingness, on the part of the de- 
partment to control the vicious element 
of the city, whose numbers and daring 
have so alarmingly increased during 
the past year. 

During all this time the Chief of Po- 
lice has hada strong and persistent 
defender in the fferald, which has 
sneered at statements which THE 
Times has made while  voic- 
ing the general sentiment of 
law-abiding citizens and has 
declared them to be unfounded 
and malicious; maintaining that the 
city has never been so well governed or 
free from crime as at present, and that 
Mr. Cuddy is the soul of honor and 
probity—or words to that effect. Had 
the Herald been the personal property 
of Mr, Cuddy it could not have cham- 
pioned his cause and excused his wrong 
doings more ardently, a fact which has 
aroused unfavorable comment on the 
part of citizens, regardless of party, 
who are conscious that matters in the 
police department are very far from 
what they should be. When the latest 
charges against Mr. Cuddy were pre- 
ferred in connectiun with bribery by 
Chinese gamblers, the Herald was 
forced out of its line of supercilious ig- 
noring of the facts, and attempted a 
bluff, by saying that Mr. Cuddy and 
the Herald courted investigation, and 
would cheerfully admit the accus :tions, 
if proved. In view of the facts, this 
was really about all that the Herald 
and Mr. Cuddy could do. 

An investigating committee was ap- 
pointed by the City Council,consisting of 
three honorable and responsible mem- 
bers of that body—Messrs. Book, Sinsa- 
baugh and Teed. This committee yes- 
terday made its report to the Council, 
It is an interesting document, which 
should be read by all citizens of Los 
Angeles. It proves that the facts 
upon which these charges have been 
brought against the police department, 
as managed by Mr. Cuddy, were much 
understated. It shows that, instead of 
guarding the morals of the community 
and defending the lives and property of 
respectable citizens, the police depart- 
ment of Los Angeles has been, as we 
have frequently charged, in league with 
thieves, pimps and gamblers; it shows 
that honest officers of the force, who 
have attempted to carry out the oft- 
repgated instructions of the Police 
Commissioners, have been given to 
understand by the Chief that their zeal 
was misplaced, or have been discharged 
outright. 

The committee finds that the charge 
that tan games refusing to pay have 
been raided while others were unmo- 
lested is true; that faro games have 
been running—and are still running— 
with the knowledge and consent of the 
Chief of Police; that the Chief has 
strongly censured officers for arresting 
gamblers without his knowledge; that 
the Chief exacted money for the return 
of stolen property; that the city is 
overrun by dangerous characters, who, 
when arrested, are dismissed without 
trial, for reasons only known to the 


| Chief; that the city is infested by some 


200 degraded beings, who live upon the 


wages’ of women’s sin, and who 
are apparently under the _ special 
protection of .the Chief, All these 


damning. facts .are. attested by 
three honorable, well-known citizens 
of Los Angeles, whose combined word 
will undoubtedly be considered by the 
public as at least equal in weight to 
that of the Herald and Mr. Cuddy. 
That gentleman found no defenders in 
the Council. Even those who were of 
late so ready to champion his couse, 
confined themselves to technical ob- 
jections or fell back upon ‘their old 
subterfuge of *‘not proven?”’ 

The question of thoroughly reform- 
ing and reorganizing our police depart- 
ment is one which can no longer be 
postponed. This must be done at 
once, and done effectually. The citi- 
zens are aroused, and will no longer 
stand any shirking of the question. It 


is no use any longer to attempt to 


throw dust in the eyes of the people by 
characterizing this as a party matter. 
It is not a party matter. Itis a matter 
which concerns most intimately every 
respectable dweller in this city. We 
cannot longer afford to have our life 
and property, the virtue of our chil- 
dren and the reputation: of our city 
jeopardized, in order to fill the pockets 
of a corrupt official. This thing has 
got to stop, and to stop right here. 
Such, we believe, is the popular edict. 
Action on the part of the Council has 
been postponed until Monday next. 
Upon that day the citizens expect each 
member of the Council to be present, 
and to do his duty. No “unavoidable 
absences”’ will be accepted as an ex- 
cuse for shirking that duty. 

The citizens of Los Angeles will 
watch the next session of the City 
Council with close interest, and will 
understand that those members of the 
Council who are not for them are 
against them. 


The Prohibition Plan of Campaign. 


The highest number of votes that 
will be cast for Fisk and Brooks, as es- 
timated by the leaders ot the 
Prohibition party, is 1,000,000 and 
the lowest 500,000. It is admitted that 
they do not expect to do more than in- 
crease their vote, defeat the Repub- 
lican party and elect Cleveland. They 
are on both sides of the tariff question, 
in favor of woman suffrage, Sunday 
laws, Chinese immigration and citizen- 
ship. Their position on the tariff 
question—if position we may call it— 
as we recently pointed out, is in the 
last degree hypocritical, and was evi- 
dently intended to deceive. The pres- 
ent platform contains no declaration 
on the Chinese question, but their plat- 
form of 1884 distinctly declares in favor 
of admitting them to citizenship, and 
we suppose that is the position of the 
party today. 

Their speakers and newspapers ad- 
mit that their object is to disrupt the 
Republican ‘party and defeat it in 
enough of the Northern States to elect 
Cleveland, after which they assert they 
will be able to get rid of sectionalism 
and establish a party of concord in 
favor of prohibition, which will sweep 
the whole country and put prohibition 
into the Constitution of the United 
States. They actually believe, so they 
say, that southern Democrats will 
cease to be southern Democrats and 
make common cause with them for 
the overthrow of the liquor traffic. 

They claim the doubtful honor of 
having defeated Blaine in 1884, and 
point with seeming pride to the vote of 
New York as an evidence of their 
prowess. But what success did they 
meet with in the South? In the States 
of Georgia, Louisiana, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Texas, Tennessee, 
Virginia, Alabama, Florida and Dela- 
ware St. John received 6503 votes, 
while Cleveland received 919,237. And 
it may be safely asserted that two- 
thirds of this Prohibition vote were 
former Republicans; and thus it will 
be seen about 2000 voters in 10 States 
left the Democratic party. It is true 
that in some State contests in these 
States since a greater vote can be 
shown, but when party lines are strictly 
drawn, as in a Presidential contest, it 
well may be doubted if there will be 
any considerable change; and even if 
there were, we would expect to deduct 
nearly allofit from the southern Re- 
publican vote. Nearly all, if not all, 
the prohibition in the South comes 
from local option and high license, and 
itis quite certain southern Democrats 
will stick to them for all the prohibi- 
tion they will consent to have. Mean- 
time the Prohibitionists will struggle 
to throw the control of the Govern- 
ment into the hands of southern Dem- 
ocrats, free trade and the devil. 

It is rather singular that while Pro- 
hibitionists point with so much assur- 
ance and pride to the march of 
prohibition in the South, they repudiate 
and denounce the means there em- 
ployed to be vain and hypocritical as 
applied to the North. It is a fact that 
more than one-half of Georgia and 
South Carolina are under, prohibition 
by the operation of local option and 
high license laws, and it is also true 
that not a single Democrat left his 
party to get them—and it may most 
confidently be predicted that if the 
Prohibition party leaders count on 
southern democrats to leave their party, 
that they may get national prohibition. 
we say to them that hen is setting on 
addled eggs. 


Tue Herald, unlike ‘Tur Times with its 
party, is in fuil concert and accord with the 

emocratic organization. It doesn’t exalt 
one fraction of its party as saints, and all 
who do not agree with it as sinners. In- 
stead of working in the interest of dissen- 
sion in the party’s ranks, the Herald always 
advocates good-fellowship and unity among 
Democrats. ‘There might be less antag- 
onism and friction in the Republican part 
of Los Angeles if our esteemed and 
able contemporary had followed the fine ex- 
ample set by the Herald.—/{ Herald.

Two Inquiries Into the City 
of Chester Disaster, 


Contradictory Testimony Given by 
Several Witnesses, 


A Swarm of Claimants Seeking Brig- 
ham Young’s Estate, 


Wilkes Captures the Great Stallion Race at Oak- 
land—Pacific Railways Preparing New Toar- 
ist Cars for the Coming Rash of 
Eastern Visitors, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN Francisco, Aug. 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Two investigations of the 
circumstances attending the recent steamer 
collision on the bay were in progress here 
today, one before a naval board appointed 
by the British Consul and tie other before 
the United States local inspectors of steam 
vessels. Coroner Stanton will commence 
an investigation on Wednesday. 

CAPT. METCALF TESTIFIES. 

Capt. Metcalf of the Oceanic testified in 
substance as follows before the naval court: 
“On the morning of the 22d, at 7:30 o’clock, 
we reached the pilot grounds and took Pilot 
Louis Meyer on board. We steered for the 
north shore. Soon after crossing the bar 
we caine within 300 yards of a sailing ves- 
sel. We asked them if the weather was 
good inside, to which they replied ‘yes.’ 
All this time our whistle was blowing and 
the engines running slowly. After passing 
Point Diab!o, a tew minutes later, we heard 
whistles blowing on our starboard. These 
were answered, and when opposite Lime 
Point [saw a steamer approaching to the 
starboard. I called to Pilot Meyer, who 
immediately put the helm hard-a-starboard 
and at the same time giving two whistles, 
which were answered by the City of Ches- 
ter. The steamer began to swing around 
to port and I saw thata collision was una- 
voidable. Our engines were stopped im- 
mediately. We struck the vessel pretty 
well forward. I immediately ordered boats 
lowered and life buoys heaved overboard. 
As near as | could tellthe City of Chester 
sank in about six minutes.” 

Capt. Metcalf said that after crossing the 
bar the weather was more or less dense, but 
lightened at times so that he could see 
fully half a mile. The Captain submitted a 
letter from one of the eanic’s —— 
gers, commending the action of the Captain 
and crew. The Captain stated that all in 
his poret was done to prevent the collision. 

First Officer Tillson of the Oceanic testi- 
fied that the amount of foam against the 
Chester’s bow indicated that she was travel- 
ing atarapidrate. When asked if each 
vessel had complied with the signal of two 
whistles, could there have been any coliis- 
ion, he replied: ‘There could not.” 

CAPT. WALLACE GIVES HIS VERSION. 

At the hearing before the Government 
inspectors some testimony was given quite 
contradictory or that Defore the naval board. 

Capt. Wallace’s statement, which he 
made on the day after the disaster, was 
read at length, and the Captain in response 
to inquiries said that the Oceanic was full 
500 feet from his steamer when first sigh 
Whistles were kept going at intervals of 
less than a minute after striking the fog 
bank, and the signals of the Oceanic were 
apswered promptly. The Ché@ster coim- 
menced to back water before the Oceanic 
struck her. It was notover two minutes 
from the time the Oceanic was sighted until 
she struck the Chester, and not morethan 
five minutes later before the Chester went 
down. ‘The helm was put hard to starboard 
on first hearing the Oceanic’s whistles, and 
the Chester went down with the helm in 
that position. The flood tide, however, 
caused hét to pay off against the helm. 

Charles NcCallum, first officer of the 
Chester, testified that there was a strong 
floodtide running, which he noticed when 
the steamer passed out into the stream. | 
The Chester bad stopped atthe time of the 
collision. The Oceanic was coming ahead 
pretty fast. Witness believed that 16 per- 
sons were drowned. 

Chief Engineer Cookson of the Chester 
testified that he received one bell to slow 
down and the other to back water. The en- 
gimes backed until they felt the shock, 
when they received the bell tostop. They 
were steppes when the steamer sank. 

Officer John ULundline corroborated many 
details of the previous testimony. He was 
confident that the Chester’s engines were 
backing at the time of the collision. 


READY FOR THE INFLUX. 


Central and Union Pacific Providing 
Fine Tourist Oars 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.|] From D. W. Hitchcock, 
general agent of the Union Pacific, it was 
learned today thatthe Union and Central 
Pacific lines will run a special daily tourist 
sleeping car service over their lines between 
Council Bluffs and Los Angeles, beginning 
September ist, and that on the 15th prox. 
the same class of service will be given 
between San Francisco and Council Bluffs, 
Each company will furnish its quota of 
modern tourist cars seven each for the 
Los Angeles service and a similar number 
for this city, making 28carsinall. The 
cars will be oo in first-class style, 
and each will have a uniformed porter. 
They will run through to the Missouri 
River without change at Ogden as is now 
done, They will arrive at Ogden on express 
train No. 1 and will leave there on No. : 
and will arrive at Los Angeles on No. 1 
and leave on No. 20. In most tourist cars 
smoking is allowed, but in the new cars it 
will be prohibited.

WASHINGTON (D. C.), Aug. 27.—[By the 
Associatea Press.] Senate.—Mr. Kdmunds

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Advices from 
Jacksonville, Fla., say that there are under 
treatment 64 cases of yellow fever, and the 
total number of cases up to today is 100.

Neal Mitchell telegraphs that many people 
in Jacksonville desire to go to Camp Perry.

Time, 6 o’clock in the afternoon, July 20, 
1864, Place, Buffalo. Grove: “L--have 
won the game and drinks.” Bartender: 
“You can’t be beat at seven-up.” Enter 
newsboy, greatly excited: “Evening paper. 
Great battle in Georgia! Our side wins!’ 


To Grove: “Buy a paper?” Grove, with a 
sweep of his band: “Go ’way, don’t 
ther me.” 


A pin could be heard to drop fur a 
second, followed = cheers, stamping, 
yelling and throwing up of hats and 
canes, in fact, a perfect pandemonium 
for at least ten minutes, after which 
the speaker continued.
